SANITARY  OIROUI^STANOES  OF  THE  AREA.  . 

Water  Supplies. 

Very  little  progress  has  been  made  regarding  the  purchase  of 
the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company 's  Undertaking,  In  February  at  a 
meeting  of  representatives  of  Bridport  Borough  Council  and  Bridport 
Rural  District  Council,  the  Parliamentary  Agent  advised  on  the  Draft 
Order  and  he  was  asked  to  make  certain  enquiries  at  the  Ministry. 

In  March,  the  Borough  Council’s  Water  Committee  met  to  receive  the 
answers  from  the  Ministry  to  the  Pariiamentary  Agent ^s  enquiries,' 
with  tlie  result  that  the  Council  adopted  the  following  proposal  ■ 

^’tbat.  subject  to  the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company  giving  full  facilities 
for  the  valuation  of  the  Undertaking  to  be  made  with  a ^ew  to  purchase, 
Mr*..-S,W,  Hill  of  the  firm  of  Messrs  Arthur  Collins  and  Company,  be 
appointed  as  the  Council's  Financial  Advisor  to  prepare  such  valuation 
of  the  Company  and  report  thereon".  In  September,  it  was  reported 
to  the  Council  that  no  information  had  been  made  available  to  Mr,  Hill 
from  the  Water  Works  Company's  valuer  who  had  been  appointed  in  July, 
'with  the  result  that  Mr,  Hill  could  not  proceed  with  his  professional 
report.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  further  report  has  been  made 
fb  thq^  Council, 

/. • On" 22nd,  August,  a fracture  4'  6"  long  occurred  in  the  main, 

200  yards  from  the  source  at  Litton^  Cheney,  and  it  was  not  until  the 
26th,  that  repairs  were  effected  and  water  was  flowing  to  the  whole 
of  the  built  up  area  of  the  Borough,  During  this  period  of  shortage, 
water  tankers  were  taken  round  the  town  with  drinking  water,  the  fire 
brigade  co-operated  in  flushing  sewers,  notices  were  put  up  on  springs 
and  wells  from  which  water  wasbeing.  taken  by  householders,  advising 
the  public  to  boil  the  water,  and  this. warning  was  also  emphasized 
through  the  Press  and  loud  speakers,  ’ I made  a special  report  on 
this  shortage  of  water  to  the  Ministry, 

Approximately  I40  houses  take  their  water  from  outside  taps. 

Six  samples  taken  from  the  mains,  were  all  satisfactory  on 
analysis,  while  four  samples  taken  from  two  wells  in  use  during  the 
emergency  were  unsatisfactory,  A notice  of  closure  has  been  fixed 
on  these  wells. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

As  stated  in  previous  Reports,  the  East  Beach  is  grossly  polluted 
^th  sewage  from  the  outfall  situated  in  the  middle  of  this  beach  and 
through  which  all  sewage  from  the  Borough  and’ parts  of  the  adjoining 
Rural  District  empties  untreated  into  the  sea. 

Last  year  the  Ministry  approved  the  scheme  for  (a)  repair  and 
extension  of  the  outfall,  (b)  installation  of  pumps,  electrically 
driven  and  in  duplicate,  to  cut  in  when  necessary,  to  pump  the  whole 
of  the  flow  of  sewage  in  the  outfall  to  sea  against  adverse  conditions 
of  the  tide,  (c)  re—const ruction  of  overflow  chamber.  In  March,  all 
the  tenders  for  the. above  works  were  considered  to  be  too  high  and  the 
Consulting  ^gineers  were  asked  to  stop  the  scheme  except  the  repair 
only  of  the  outfall.  In  July,  a diver  was  employed,  and  he  repaired 
the  outfall, 

1,565  feet  of  new  sewers  and  drains^ to  Council  Houses  and  other 
works,  3,165  feet  to  Private  Building  new  works  and  87O  feet  to  old 
premises  were  installed,  during  the  year.

Public  Cleansing. 

2,000  loads  of  refuse,  representing  2,595  tons  were  collected 
from  approximately  2,702  dustbins.  The  Karri er  Refuse  Lorry  is  now 
just  over  5 years  old  and  is  proving  satisfactory.  The  lorry  is 
continually  employed  and  is  manned  by  a driver  and  two  men  with 
occasional  assistance  from  a third  man, 

‘ Because  of  the  age  of  the  Destructor  which  is  now  47  years  old, 
joint  meetings  of  representatives  from  the  Borough  and  Bridport  Rural 
District  Councils  were  held  during  the  year  to  discuss  possible  sites 
for  refuse  tipping  and  to  form  a joint  scheme  for  both  districts,  A 
site  was  suggested  to  this  committee  and  negotiations  for  its  use  were 
commenced  with  the  owner.  This  site  is  in  the  Rural  District  and  is 
approximately  two  miles  from  the  centre  of  Bridport  Borough, 

Street  cleaning  is  carried  out  by'  three  full-time  sweepers  with 
street  orderly  carts,  and  a total  of  5-67  Kiilcs  are  swept  daily,  1 
mile  three  times  a week,  2,12  miles  twice  weekly,  and  2,6  miles  once 
a week^

Apart  from  a few  sites  with  a single  Oaravan  on  each,  the  main 
site  is  at  West  Bay  and  is  owned  by  the  Council  who  employ  a full-time 
supervisor. during  the  camping  season.  Water  is  supplied  to  various 
stand-pipes,  near  which  are  concrete  eoptlo  tanks  for  reception  of. 
foul  water.  These  tanks  are  emptied  by  a tank  emptier.  There  are 
’ water  closets,  hot' and  cold  showers  and  facillities  for  gas  cooking, 

A daily  cOllpction  of  refuse  is  made  during  August,  and  three  times  a 
week. during. thp. rest  of  the  season  which  lasts  from  April  to  the  end. 
of  September,"'  No  Caravans  are  allowed  to  remain  on  the  site  after  the 
30th,  September,  Additional  roads  were  constructed  during  the  year. 

There  were  accommodated  during  the  season  8,685  persons,  with  719 
caravans,  1,059  oars,  1,163  tents,  256  motor  cycles,  221  beds  and  199 
chairs  were  loaned  out  to  the  campers.

The  demand  for  Council  Houses  shows  only  a slight  diminution 
from  the  previous  year.  At  the  end  of  I952  there  were  on  the  waiting 
list  approximately  200  families.  Not  all  of  these  are  living  in 
overcrowded  conditions,  or  living  with  relatives,  or  in  rooms,  but 
several  want  houses  with  better  anenities  than  those  they  are  living 
in.  As  stressed  in  last  year’s  Report,  a survey  should  be  undertaken 
of  houses  in  the  town  below  a certain  rateable  value,  so  that  the  - 
Council  can  link  up  their  building  programme  with  that  for  re-housing 
families  from, houses  found  in. the  survey  to  be  unfit  for  habitation.

IFFEOTIOUS  DISEASES,  ' ' 

Of  the  64  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified,  57  occurred  in  the 
second  and  third  quarters  of  the  year.  Apart  from  this  disease  which 
was  the  heaviest  recorded  since  1941,  the  notifications  of  the  other 
notifiable  diseases  were  very  light  indeed, 

Fo  cases  of  Food  Poisoning,  or  Poliomyelitis  were  notified. 


Close  co-operation  is  maintained  between  Head  Teachers,  the  School 
Furse  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  regarding  the  control  of 
Infectious  Diseases  in  schools.  The  following  cases  were  notified 
from  the  schools’;  Whooping  Cough  10,  Chicken  Pox  I4,  Impetigo  3, 

German  Measles  1, 

During  the  year,  the  Regional  Hosoital  Board  decided,  after 
consulting  the  Local  Authorities  concerned,  to  use  the  West  Dorset 
Isolation  Hospital  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis  only,  and  as  far  as  possible 
to  admit  West  Dorset  cases,  while  other  notifiable  cases  requiring 
hospital  treatment  would  be  admitted  to  Weymouth  Isolation  Hospital, 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

This  is  the  responsiblity  of  the  County  Council.  When  not  performed 
by  the  child's  own  Doctor,  Immunisation  is  given  at  the  child  Welfare  j
